years

war they had right and justice on their 
side, and after a long siege of war Eng­ 
land declared 
herself whipped and 
America was opened to the people of 
etfeTy country as a haven of peace 
where a man could not only worship 
according to his dictates, but where 
he could exercise the right of free 
speech and free thought. 
Ever since 
that memorable day when the Declara­ 
tion of Independence was signed the 
fourth day of July

grand display of old glory upon every 
mountain top, on every house top and 
Upon the ships that sail in the sea.

S B C . 
3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to " d e m a n d Poll 
T a x of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 lo 434 every person 
w h o refuses to give his o w n name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or w h o 
in a n y manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll T a x , is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a tine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such tine and im­ 
prisonment.

CONQUEST O F T H E 
NORTHWEST. 


It Waa Acquired From 
the British by 
Faroe of Arm*. 


In 1776, when independence was de- 
olared, the United States inolnded only 
the 18 original states on the seaboard. 
With the exception of a few hunters, 
there were no white men west of the 
Alleghany mountains, 
and there was 
not even an American hunter in the 
great oonntrj oat of which we have 
•Jnoe made the states of Illinois, Indi­ 
ana, Ohio, Michigan and Wisconsin. All 
this region north of the Ohio river then 
formed a part of the province of Quebec 
It was 
a wilderness of forests and 
prairies, teeming with game and inhab­ 
ited by many warlike tribes of Indiana 


Here and there through it were dot- 
led quaint little towns at French Creoles, 
the most important being Detroit, Vin- 
eennes, on the Wabash, and Easkaakia 
and Kahokia, an the Illinoia 
These 
French villages were ruled by British 
ofBoers commanding small bodies of reg­ 
ular soldiers or Tory rangers and Creole 
rnr^froT 
The towns were completely 
in the power of the British government 
Kane of the American states had actual 
posse—inn of a foot of property in the 
Northwestern territory. 


The northwest was acquired at the 
time of the Revolution only by armed 
conquest, and if it bad not been so ac­ 
quired it would have remained a part of 
the British Dominion of Canada. 


The man to whom this conquest was 
doe was a famous backwoods leader, a 
mighty hunter, a noted Indian fighter— 
•ifitazge Sogers Clark. 
He was a very 
Strang man, with light hair and blue 
•yea, of a good Virginian family, who, 
early in his youth, embarked on the ad­ 
venturous career of a baokwDods survey­ 
or, exactly as Washington and so many 
Other young Virginians of spirit did at 
that period 
He traveled out to Ken­ 
tucky soon after it was opened up by 
Boone and lived there for a year, either 
at the Stations or camping by himself in 
the woods, surveying, hunting and mak­ 
ing war against the Indians like any 
other settler. But all the time his mind 
was bent on vaster schemes than were 
dreamed of by the men around him. He 
had his spies out in the Northwestern 
territory and became oonvinced that 
with a small force of resolute back­ 
woodsmen he oould conquer it for the 
United States. 
When he went back to 
Virginia, Governor Patrick Henry en- 
*tered heartily into Clark's schemes and 
gave him authority to fit out a force foi 
his purpose.—Theodore Roosevelt in St 
Kioholas.

A new profession for "gentlefolk" 
has been discovered in London by two 
impecmiions members of the class. They 
have discovered that there is a livelihood 
to be obtained by "polishing off" the 
11011 veaux riches and others whose man­ 
ners "have not that repose which stamps 
the caste of Vere de Vera " They are a 
well born, well bred married coaple 
who are still sufficiently young to be 
adaptable 
They have been used to the 
ways of the leisure class, and they are 
clever enough to teach them. Anything 
from the core of the cockney accent to 
the proper way to entertain a dnke is 
taught for a "consideration." 


The wife describes her share of the 
work thus: "I generally," she says, 
"undertake to engage the services of all 
specialists, such as superior maids, who 
know what is what and can give jndi- 
oious and nseful faints to their mistress; 
also manicurists, teachers of deportment 
ami sometimes teachers of elocution. 
I 
have cured one very bad case of mere 
outward vulgarity in three weeks for 10 
guineas, and I have corrected a cockney 
accent in three mornings for 3 guineas, 
while, on the other hand, a certain city 
man, who never aspired to anything 
better than heavy British dinners, Fri­ 
days to MondayB at Brighton, and Man­ 
sion House balls until he married the 
daughter of a west end restaurant man­ 
ager—she knewrnothing of life beyond 
her own narrow sphere—gave as carte 
blanche to make 'fine folks' of them. 


"Not much could, be done for him be­ 
yond keeping him quiet, but she lent 
herself to our process. Now they have a 
very pretty place in Hampshire and en­ 
tertain some rather nice people in the 
summer. 
We ourselves received 100 
guineas for our advice, but the husband 
must have spent over 25,000 in adopt­ 
ing our hints as to mode of living, and 
he tells us that what he has got for it ia 
worth doable as much."—Philadelphia 
Press. 


M a y a n d 
M a t r i m o n y . 


The pagans had a myth that "only 
bad women marry in May." They had 
another, that if the marriage did take 
place the couple would live most unhap­ 
pily, and children born of the marriage 
—if it was not hopelessly rendered bar­ 
ren by thus slapping the fates in the 
face—would be deformed or imbecile. 
With prizes like that in prospect, it is 
not muoh wonder that the ignorant and 
superstitious taboo May marriages, but 
there is no excuse yet for this idiosyn­ 
crasy of thinking people—at least, no 
sensible one. 


Ovid was a firm believer in the su­ 
perstition and said that no widow or 
young girl would marry in May unless 
she wished to invite the displeasure ot 
the gods, and that the imprudent wom­ 
an who braved their wrath would fiU «n 
early grave.
